The 1965-66 
school year saw a recognition oi a need of an education that is

The Christian Education department, 
the largest in the college, prepares young 
inert and women to communicate the 
truths of the Bible effectively. The stu- 
dents who major in Christian education 
learn the theory, history, and philosophy 
of Christian education; this includes 
the development and use of Christian 
education in recent years. During the 
year practical problems such as tiie 
-church's responsibility in education, how 
to counsel, story-telling, curriculum 
evaluation, and individual responsi¬ 
bility in the local church are covered 
by panels, group presentation, and 
individual research. Many of these con¬ 
cepts are used in the practice teaching 
and curriculum planning courses. 

This department also sponsors an 
annual Christian Education Conference 
where the attention of the entire stu¬ 
dent body is focused on the methods, 
techniques, and importance of Christian 
education. Opportunities for the Christ¬ 
ian education major are vast, as the 
student may work in the fields of di¬ 
rector of Christian education, Christian 
day schools, curriculum writing, youth 
work, missionary education work, the 
pastorate, camp work, children's work, 
evangelism, or as an effective lay worker 
in a local situation.

Today* there is the problem of a false di¬ 
chotomy of knowledge which makes an un¬ 
warranted distinction-between so called “secular 1 
truth and the truth of God or sacred truth. 
This problem arises when we fail to see that 
all truth must be ultimately related to Got! 
(John 14:6; Col. 1:16* 17; I Cor. 8:6). Cervantes 
has aptly said, “Where truth is, insofar as it is 
truth, there God is." No subject can be 
theologically neutral. History, literature, science 
all have a theistic orientation and must be 
studied within this framework. Therefore, the 
Bible college student must be able to integrate 
all these aspects of his study experience if he 
is to advance for Christ academically as well as 
spiritually.

To more adequately prepare young people lor service in the 
area of missions the Washington Bible College offers courses that 
will meet this need* Students are given the Scriptural principles 
upon which to build as they present the claims of Christ to people 
of variable cultures and backgrounds* A study of the original lan¬ 
guage of the New Testament helps hiture linguists in translation 
work. Courses such as Bible Bases of Missions, Indigenous Principles, 
and Missionary Problems stress the importance of the Biblical 
principles and support of foreign church work. Observing the my- 
raids of religions in the world and contrasting them to the claims 
of Christianity is the importance of a course such as Cults and 
Isms. Of great importance is Printing and duplicating where students 
learn the fundamentals of printing which may be useful on the 
field. 

In the light of Biblical standards, the Mission's curricula are 
designed to give future missionaries a greater understanding of the 
needs and problems which may arise on the field.

We encourage our students to relate their 
musical experience in a practical way by per¬ 
forming in local churches and youth groups.

The basic goal of the New Testament courses 
is to guide the student into a proper analysis 
of all the hooks of the New Testament. In 
order to advance the students' own Christian 
life, the professors carefully outline specific pur 
poses for each course- These New Testa men t 
routes are designed to give the student a 
proper understanding of the teachings of Christ 
and the apostles. One begins to see the plan 
of Cod as each book is individually analyzed 
by both the student and the professor. In 
courses such as Pauline Epistles* Revelation, 
Lucan Writings, Hebrews and the General 
Epistles, the student gains a knowledge that 
gives him a solid foundation for his own 
theology. The student not only obtains facts 
from the class but also receives a basic compre¬ 
hension of Bible truths as lie prepares each 
assignment. Every class is designed to assist 
the student in establishing a proper method of 
exergisis of the New Testament,

During this dispensation before the return of Christ, 
the Capital Bible Seminary seeks to lead Bible college 
graduates into the fulness of the Word of God—the 
fulness of the knowledge of Christ, the maturity of the 
intimate, personal response to the living Word of God, 
that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly fur¬ 
nished unto all good works. 

We are aware that the Bible college graduate has 
already accumulated more Scriptual facts and under¬ 
standing than the average graduate of most theological 
seminaries. We sympathize with his desire to build 
upon this Bible knowledge rather than repeat it. The 
Capital Bible Seminary does not seek to compete with 
other theological schools but to complement them. 
Our curriculum is structured to continue the worthy 
work begun in college at an advanced level with the 
intensive effort necessary. Therefore, the bulk of the 
studies contemplate the original text of the Bible in 
opposition to the contemporary misconceived opinions 
about Biblical doctrine.

"You shall love the Lord your God with , . , 
your mind/’ The Christian’s understanding of 
God and his appreciation of Him is deepened as 
he studies systematically the Word of God in 
the evening classes at WHO. The classroom situa¬ 
tion creates for the student incentives for study 
and research. Also, challenges of people who 
are in the Lords service provide an atmosphere 
not found in the average church. 

Truths learned by the student are given more 
meaning by application of them to present life. 
How a member of the Body fits into the total 
plan of God is comprehended. Thus, the Word 
becomes practical, as the student realizes how 
God has worked and is continuing to work in the 
lives of men. 

After a week at home or on the job, students 
are able to hear inspiring messages from mission¬ 
aries fresh from the fields of service in the 
United States and foreign fields. 

The evening classes enable the student to say 
with the Psalmist, "He hath put a new song in 
my mouth, even praise to our God." As a re¬ 
sult of being better able to understand the 
Scriptures, hearts are filled with praise to Him 
in Whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge, and the child of God grows in 
the grace and knowledge of the Lord.
